Socialogy II, an advanced course 


that involves the actual structuring 
cf a social problem. Dean Malloy 
is the instructor and this course 
is open only to students who plan 
to major in the field of the Social 
Sciences. 


In addition, Psychology I and II 
is taught this semester by Miss 
Joan Flanagan, who is a member of 
the Haverhill School system; and 
Math I is taught by Miss Louise 
Huntington, head of the Math De- 
partment at Haverhill High School. 


These subjects will prove to be 
valuable for those students who 
wish to transfer and also for gen- 
eral students, since they will pro- 
vide a wholesome background of 
general knowledge which will be 
beneficial to each student.

YOUNG AMERICANS FOR FREEDOM? 


Senator Barry Goldwater says ““Young Americans for Free- 
dom is serving a vital need in this country by providing a medium 
by which our young people can express their devotion to the sound 
principles of constitutional government and individual freedom.” 


The abvove is a quote from an advertisement appearing in the 
University of Massachusetts ‘‘Collegian’’. These advertisements, 
which advocate the election of conservatives to public office, ap- 
pear in the news media of numerous large universities across the 
country. 

Do the college students who join these conservative organiza- 
tions understand what these groups truly advocate, or are they 
searching for a simple solution to the complex problems of today? 


If you evaluate the policies of the conservatives, you will see 
they offer cut and dry solutions that are impossible to adapt to our 
present problems, both domestic and foreign. 


Barry Goldwater, recognized leader of the conservative ele- 
ment, advocates such policies as: (1.) The return of strong states 
rights. He believes the states should be responsible for spending in 
education, health, welfare, conservation, and other areas. This 
policy, if followed, would result in a tremendous increase in state 
taxes or else many of the necessary services maintained by the fed- 
eral government would be discontinued. (2.) Free hand for the 
farmers. This could result in economic chaos because the farmers 
would overproduce and cause a glut of farm products on the mar- 
ket resulting in lower prices and eventually fewer farmers. (3.) 
Hands off by the federal government on school intergration. He 
believes the constitution does not permit interference by the fed- 
eral government and does not require states to maintain mixed 
schools. (4.) The lack of obligation of the U.S. to aid foreign 
countries and the unconstitutionality of foreign aid. He is against 
aid for countries that are not pro-West and would allow uncom- 
mitted countries to slip into the hands of the Communist for lack 
of necessary aid.

Perhaps the most ridiculous contention that Goldwater offers 
in the field of foreign policy is th withdrawal of recognition to all 
Communist governments. In effect, he implies the way to defeat 
Communism is to ignore it! 


Above are some of the basic policies of Senator Goldwater 
and his followers. They offer solutions that are not only out- 
dated but would be a threat to the security of this country and 
would throw us into a state of regression. We hope college students 
are intelligent enough not to support these so-called ‘“‘conservative’”’ 
organizations and to see conditions as they really are.

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DEAR EDITOR: 

Is the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities necessary? No! 
It is not only unnecessary, it is 
dangerous. While the committee 
travels around the country, waving 
the flag of patriotism, good men 
are losing ‘their jobs, their social 
relations, and their democratic 
rights. 

In the United States, it is now 
a federal crime to belong to the 
Communist party without register- 
ing with the government as agents 
of a foreign power. 

As such, it is up to the judicial 
branch of the government to ‘take 
appropriate legal action against 
anyone suspected of being a com- 
munist. When the House Commit- 


tee on Un-American Activities was 


formed, however, it was not a 
crime;; it was merely socially un- 
acceptable. Is this the purpose of 
the government, to meddle in our 
social affairs? 

The committee was formed ‘by 
the legislative branch of our gov- 
ernment, not the judicial, and its 
purpose, as far as anyone has been 
able to tell, was imply to question 
and expose suspected communists. 
This it is still doing. By its very 
nature, it can not take any action 
on its findings. Society does that. 
Any man who is brought before 
the committee is certain to lose 
his job and most of his friends. Is 
this justice? A prominent member 
of the committee was asked if they 
were not afraid of making a mis- 
take and ruining an innocent man's 
life. He replied that they never 
question a man unless they have 
absolute proof that he was or is 
a member of the Communist party. 
Why, if this is true, do they need 
to question him at all? 

Many fine men thought that the 
Communist party had all the an- 
swers back in the days of the de- 
pression. They soon saw ithe error 
in ‘their thinking, though, and 
stopped all their relations with the 
party. Are these men to be blamed? 
Yet several such men lost their 
jobs and their places in society 
when the committee went to Cali- 
fornia a few years ago. This is not 
justice. This is monstrous injustice. 

Does ‘the House Committee have 
any right at all even to question 
a citizen? It is mot a court. It has 
no legal jurisdiction over anyone.

Recently I discovered an inter- 
esting article from the HAVER- 
HILL GAZETTE 
1885. It describes the dedicatory 
ceremonies of the Greenleaf School. 
I thought it would be fun to read 


for August 29, 


it with the name of our college in- 
serted into the article, in view of 
the fact that we now occupy the 
building. 

“One of the notable events in 
the history of the classic town of 
Bradford occurred last evening, 
when the people gathered in their 
new [Northern Essex Community 
College] and Town Hall to dedi- 
cate it to the purpose for which 
it was built. As early as half-past 
six the people moved towards their 
new Mecca, which with its bril- 
liantly lighted halls served to bid 
them welcome. An hour was spent 
in ‘tthe inspection of the building 
and not a place from foundation 
to crown was passed by unnoticed, 
and the universal expression of ey- 
ery citizen showed that they felt 
proud of their new [college] and 
the elegant Town Hall. Those cur- 
ious to know the cost of the struc- 
ture readily learned facts in detail. 
Contract for the mason work was 
taken by Kelley Bros., for $9,200. 
John T. Brown did the wood work 
for $8,000. The heating is done by 
Ruttan System, and the apparatus 
was furnished and put in by J. O. 
Smeed, of Toledo, O., for $1,300. 
George W. Lodd furnished 134 set- 
tees capable of seating six each, 
and fifty chairs, at an expense of 
$600. The Union School Furniture 
of Battlecreek will furnish the class 
rooms (3) for $631. The work of 
construction was commenced Aug. 
9, 1884. The entire cost of the 
edifice will reach $22,000... . 


“At about 7:30, ‘the spacious hall 
on the second floor of the building 
was filled to hear the ceremonies. 
S. W. Hopkinson, chairman of the 
building committee, and who was 
to perform the ceremony of turn- 
ing the keys over, spoke briefly on 
the well-lighted class rooms and 
the spacious hall, in which they 
were assembled, all of the most 
modern design. After speaking 
about the admirable system of ven- 
tilation that had been introduced 
and the tastefully and admirably 
arranged gas fixtures, he turned to 
F. H. Rearl, chairman of the se- 
lectmen, and placing the keys in 
his hand committed the custody of 
the building to him.

Do you make tactfulness a habit? 
Many situations require knowing 
what to say and do without making 
a spectacle of yourself and with- 
out hurting the feelings of others. 
This is a difficult task, but a little 
experience has trained me to choose 
my words carefully and to think 
before I act. 

For example, tact is extremely 
important among close friends.

These are just a few examples of 
situations where I have found tact 
essential. I believe that as far as 
making friends and getting along 
with people. I must be continually 
conscious of what I say and do.

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From The Dean’s Desk 
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ARE YOU PLANNING TRANSFER 
TO A FOUR-YEAR COLLEGE? 


When the Community Colleges 
were created in Massachusetts, one 
of the compelling arguments for 
their establishment was that they 
would act as “feeder institutions” 
for the University of Masachusetts 
and for the ten state colleges, as 
well as for such other four-year 
colleges and/or universities to 
which students might elect to trans- 
fer. Eventually, it was conceived 
that the Community Colleges would 
encompass the major function of 
general education, leaving to their 
“hig - sister’ institutions the func- 
tions of “majoring” and specializa- 
tion. 

In order to prepare our students 
for their eventual goal of transfer, 
it is planned this semester ito hold 
a number of small group meeting's 
during the student government hour 
on Thursdays. At these meetings, 
the dean and selected faculty mem- 
bers will be present to outline prob- 
lems associated with transfer, and 
to either directly answer questions 
of students, or suggest sources 
where itheir questions will be an- 
swered. The first of these meetings 
will be held on Thursday, March 8, 
in Room No. 8, and will be for ali 
students who entertain any hopes 
for effecting transfer to the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts in a Lib- 
eral Arts program leading to a ma- 
jor in any of the Humanities, the 
Social Sciences, or the Natural 
Sciences — including pre-law and 
pre-medicine. The second meeting, 
for students planning to transfer 
to the U. of Massachusetts in spec- 
jializations (Business Administra- 
tion, teaching, forestry, agriculture, 
etc.) will be held the following 
Thursday at the same time and 
place. The complete schedule for 
these meetings is appended below. 

In preparation for these meet- 
ings, each student should write to 
the colleges and/or universities of 
his choice, and request application 
forms and catalogues. The student 
should then intensively read the rel- 
evant information in the catalogue 
before attending the meetings. 

Following the Easter vacation 
period, further meetings will be 
scheduled to cover such topics as 
the following: Student aids, loans, 
and scholarships; procedures for 
obtaining summer-school credits for 
making up missed or failed sub- 
jects; programming for terminal 
students; and pre-registration for 
all students for next fall’s session. 

If a student is seriously inter- 
ested in obtaining transfer to a four- 
year college or university in the 
Fall of 1963, he should attend ev- 
ery one of these meetings which are 
of interest to him. During the sec- 
ond semester, because of our lim- 


ited personnel and the need to plan 
our curricula for the second year 
of Northern Essex’s existence, 
there will be no opportunity (except 
in very special cases) for individ- 
ual counseling. Any student who 
is thinking of transfer at the close 
of this present year should already 
have made his applications and 
have been accepted at the college 
of his choice.

RECORDS 


Keyboard Giants of the Past: 
(Victor Sp-33-145) 

Most of the performances on this 
disc have long been recognized as 
classics. They include Rachmanin- 
off playing excerpts from Schu- 
mann’s Carnaval; Moris Rosenthal: 
Liszt, Chant Polonaise No. 5; Wil- 
liam Kapell: Liszt, Humgarian 
Rhapsody No. 11. Three of the se- 
lections included were not previous- 
ly available on L.P. These are Ar- 
ensky’s Waltz from Suite, Op. 15; 
Harold Bauer and Ossip Gabrilo- 
witsch; Impromptu in F sharp, 
Chopin by Vladimir de Pachmann 
and Mischa Levitski playing his 
Arabesque Valsante. 

The Liszt selections have been 
very well chosen and are extreme- 
ly well done. 

(This record is being given free 
as a bonus record with either of 
the other Victor releases reviewed 
here.) 

GRIEG: Piano Concerto in A; 
SCHUMANN: Romance in F sharp; 
VILLA - LOBOS: Polichinelle; 
LISZT: Valse Oubliee No. 1; PRO- 
KOFIEV: March from Love for 
Three Oranges; FALLA: Ritual 
Fire Dance; Arthur Rubenstein, pi- 
ano, with orchestra conducted by 
Arthur Wallenstein. 

(Victor stereo and mono 2566, 
with bonus record) 

On the jacket of this record is 
a signed statement by Rubenstein 
asserting that this particular re- 
cording is “the most perfect re- 
cording I have ever made’. The 
recording and ‘Mr. Rubenstein’s per- 
formance are quite s “perfect” as 
he says. Since the artist is his own 
most difficult critic, this opinion 
should 'be heeded. 

BEETHOVEN: Piano Concerto 
No. 1 inC, Op. 15; Sonata No. 22 in 
F, Op. 54. Sviatoslav Richter, Pi- 
ano: Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
Charles Munch. (Victor stereo and 
mono 2544 with bonus record.) 

This recording which highlights 
some of Beethovens’ less known 
talents has excellent stereo sound. 
There are brilliant performances by 
both soloist and orchestra. 


FOLK MUSIC 

For those who want their. folk 
music pure and aesthetic, Folkways 
Records have issued the Huddie 
Leadbetter (Leadbelly) memorial. 
It is a joy to listen to. Leadbelly’s 
songs all reflect his, and therefor 
our, world. For a man who was in 
jail more than he was out, his in- 
sights are noteworthy. 

“Well, if you white, well all right, 
And if you brown, well stick aroun’, 
3ut if you black, oh buddy, 

Get back, get back, get back.” 


MOVIES 

THE INNOCENTS 

This is one of the best ‘‘ghost” 
stories ever filmed, though it does 
not actually concern itself with 
ghosts. In this adaptation of Hen- 
ry James’ TURN OF THE SCREW, 
Deborah Kerr plays an English gov- 
erness in charge of two young chil- 
dren whom she believes to be pos- 
sessed by demons. As the story 
slowly unfolds, the house seems to 
fill with an almost tangible evil. De- 
borah Kerr has done a magnificent 
job and Martin Sittephens and Pam- 
ela Franklin as her young charges 
do only slightly less well. 


MAJORITY OF ONE 

Rosalind Russell plays a Jewish 
widow from Brooklyn and Alec 
Guiness, a Japanese businessman 
in this quietly funny story of a mid- 
dle-age romance. Although the 
script is well-written and the play- 
ers expert, too many incongruous 
situations retard the story. 

ONE, TWO, THREE 

The latest Billy Wilder farce 
stars James Cagney, Arlene Fran- 
cis and Horst Bucholz. Cagney plays 
a Cocoa-Cola executive in East Ger- 
many; Miss Francis plays his wife. 

This is an extremely fumny, fast- 
moving comedy pitting American 
commercial genius against Com- 
munist philosophy. As a well-played, 
topical satire it is definitely worth 
seeing. 

JUDGMENT AT NURENBERG 
is a fictional version of a trial of 
Nazi war criminals. The line up of 
stars is impressive—Spencer Tracy, 
Burt Lancaster, Judy Garland, Mar- 
lene Dietrich, Montgomery Clift, 
Richard Widmark and Maximilian 
Schell. This film is by no means 
enjoyable, but it does make one 
think, and for that it is to be con- 
gratulated. The theme, and the 
question is: are only the highest 
leaders responsible for a country’s 
“crimes against humanity”, or is 
everyone who committed crimes 
guilty as well?

17 test must be postmarked no later 
than midnight, March 27, 1962.
